Declaring that the salary offer 
made by trustees of the board of the 
Placentia Library District is too low, 
employees of the district this week 
said they have reached a stalemate 
in their negotiations with the board 
and have requested that a third 
party be brought in to mediate. 

Speaking for the group, which has 
recently allied itself with the Orange 
County Employees Association, Jim 
Harker stated that ‘‘we are 
disappointed...we need a_ third 
party.’’ Harker is a staff member of 
OCEA and is not a library employee. 

Harker stated that the groups are 
currently S per cent apart in the 
negotiations with the library board 
offering a 10 per cent boost in pay 
and the OCEA members rejecting. 

‘‘Our final offer to them is a 15 per 
cent increase,’’ Harker explained. 
‘The Placentia salaries are 30 to 40 
per cent below the average in the 
county,’’ Harker declared.

Ordered 


The Placentia City Council at its 
last meeting, ordered a study made 
by city staff of buildings in the old 
Placentia downtown section around 
Santa Fe Street. 

Councilman Jack Gomez suggest-

Councilman George DeJesus, 
seconding the motion added, ‘‘I 
don’t think we should be concerned 
about esthetics...we should be 
concerned about the safety.’

ten years and four weeks for service 
after ten years.’” 

Harker said that the two groups 
are ‘‘$8,000 apart,’’ and that his 
group believes trustees should dip 
into their reserves to meet the 
additional 


demand from the. 


employees. 

*‘We don’t think the citizens of 
Placentia want the employees to 
subsidize the library’s operation,’’ 
he stated. 

He said the current salaries, 
which his group finds objectionable 
include library clerk, starting at $430 
a month going to $522 in nine 
different steps; library assistant, 
which goes from $530 a month to 
$677 in nine steps and a librarian, 
requiring a master’s degree, 
starting at $629 a month up to $887 
in 15 steps, requiring seven years. 

“‘We asked for a third party to 
help solve the dilemma,’’ Harker 
stated. ‘‘We asked for an arbitrator 


and that was rejected. We asked for 
a fact finder just to make a 
recommendation about what should 
be done. We asked for a mediator. 
All were rejected.’’ 

**We have had good negotiations, 
Harker stated, ‘‘but now we're at an 
impasse.”’ 

Snow said that the employees 
group originally requested a 28.5 
per cent to 41.2 per cent increase, 
three weeks paid vacation after 
three years of employment and a one 
per cent cost of living increase with 
each one half per cent boost in the 
consumer price index and medical 
insurance for all employees.

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Placentians Pay Over 
A Million In Utility Tax 


Placentians have paid in more 
than a million dollars in tax 
assessments on their utility bills, 
since the tax was first levied on 
September 15, 1970. 

The exact figure through May 30, 
1975 is $1,259,579 in utility tax 
funds, Frank Dunnavant, the city’s 
Director of Finance reports. ; 

Augmenting the property tax, 
which has been dropped slightly by 
the city council, the utility tax, which 


\.levies a S per cent assessment 


against all utilities used, has 
continued to grow, Dunnavant 
revealed. 


In the fiscal year, 1970-1971 the 
tax brought in $90,936. In 1971-72, 
$226,620; in 1972-73, $260,679; in 
1973-74, $295,395 and through May 
30, 1974-75, $385,949. 


Further, Placentia’s assessed 
valuation for the coming year is now 
estimated at just under $100,000, 
000 or more precisely $99,400,000. 
With the current local city 
government tax rate of $1.24 for 
$100 assessed valuation, this could 
net the city $1,232,560 of its $5 
million budget. A major source of 
income added to this is the ever 
increasing utility tax. 

The five-year-old utility tax has 
again come under scrutiny with 
recent discussions in the Placentia 
City Council as to the uses for which 
it can be expanded. Some of the 
councilmen who voted it in say that it 
was specifically earmarked for 
capital improvements and cannot be 
spent for services or salaries or 
wages. 


Old City Hall To Be 
Service Center 


Placentia’s former City Hall and 
Police Station at 120 South Bradford 
Avenue, will be converted into a 
Social Services Center, shared by 
the city’s services and those of 
organizations allied with Calvary 
Church, which lies directly north of 
the property. 

Included in the church section will 
be Alpha Center, a publicly funded 
drug abuse facility and YES, Youth 
Employment Service. 

Joint tenancy of the buildings was 
approved by Placentia City Council 
at their last meeting, with Calvary 
Church, a non-denominational 
institution, bearing the cost of $1 per 
year rent and the responsibility of 
insurance, care and maintenance. 

The church also agrees to vacate 
the premises in the case a buyer is 
found for the property. 

Also to be considered in the 
arrangement is the possibility in the 
widening of Chapman Avenue, 
which lies on the north side of the

Although parity ‘in strategic arms has been the announced goal of the 
United States and Russia in their SALT (Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty) 
negotiations, the results of SALT II may turn out to be about as equal as 
horse--and--rabbit stew: one horse and one rabbit--with the United States on 


the short end of the recipe. 


Indications are that the negotiators are under pressure to come up with an 
agreement in time for President Ford and Soviet party boss Leonid Brezhnev 
to sign when the latter visits the United States in early fall. Placing a. 
premium on speed suggests that a poor agreement is believed to be better 


than no agreement. 


This could prove'disastrous for U.S. security in the long run. And it isn’t 


necessary. 


The speed with which Congress passed the defense bill after its recent 
recess suggests, instead, that plenty of congressmen found the folks at 
home won't sit still for a weakened U.S. defense system. Against this 
background, the U.S. negotiating posture should be a tough one. The worry 


is that it won’t be. 


The major drawback of the proposed SALT agreement announced by 
Messrs. Ford and Brezhnev at Vladivostok last fall is its failure to provide for 
parity in missile payloads (‘‘throw weight’). 


In 1972, the United States already was at a 4 to 1 disadvantage on this 


score. 


The Soviets have since engaged in an agressive research and 
development program involving five new ICBMs and a new submarine 
missile. If they replace their existing land-based missiles with the new 
models and we don’t deploy a new ICBM to replace our Minuteman, the 
payload gap will widen to 10 to 1 in the 1980s. 

he grim signifieance of this disparity is underscored by former Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Paul Nitze in a recent article in “Foreign Policy.’’ He 
postulates that if the Soviets wish to destroy 1.200 fixed targets (such as our 
missile silos), ‘‘blanket 400 squares miles of aircraft escape area, and 
barrage 100 aim points at sea,’’ they would have enough throw weight 
available to still keep half in reserve. In other words, first-strike capability 


with plenty left over. 


Another threat to our military forces and our cities is posed by the Soviets’ 
new supersonic bomber. They don’t want this counted in the USSR weapons 
total. The U.S. negotiators seem willing to go along with this idea, despite 
the dangers. There may be a quid pro quo in the works, but virtually nothing 


is being said publicly. 


Though the Viadivostok proposal calls for limiting the number of strategic 
weapons, it doesn’t prevent them from being fitted with multiple warheads 
(MIRVs). This makes it all the more essential that we negotiate an 
agreement which provides for accurate MIRV verification and, at the same 
time, calls for equality of throw weight.

Subject Is Chapman Widening 


To the Editor: 

The following letter was written 
on my behalf to Charles Post III, the 
City Attorney of Placentia and is self 
explanatory. 


Peter Laborde 


Dear Mr. Post: 

This office represents Mr. Peter 
Laborde of Laborde Realty who owns 
property in his business on the north 
side of Chapman Street within the 
City of Placentia. The purpose of this 
letter is to put the City on notice that 
a change in alignment of Chapman 
Avenue at ths time may subject the 
City to legal action. 

In 1961 the City enacted 
Ordinances Number 246 and 247 
adopting a master plan for streets 
and highways. Recently, the City 
Engineer has been ordered to make 
studies fegarding a possible new 
alignment of Chapman Avenue, 
either nerth or south of this location 
as shown on map entitled *‘Master 
Plan of Streets and Highways of City 
of Placentia.”’ 

Mr. Laborde has located his 
business on Chapman Avenue in 
approximately 1967 on the reliance 
of the fact that the alignment would 
be in accordance with the adopted 
master plan. At this time the City 
demanded that Mr. Laborde 
dedicate certain frontage for 
ultimate street widening and that he 
make a cash deposit to cover the 
ultimate cost of the _ street, 
improvements. Subsequent to that 
time, Mr. Laborde has made a 
considerable investment in develop- 
ing a good will for business. 

Recently, Mr. Laborde inquired 
as to the need for the City possibly 
realigning Chapman Avenue. He 
was told that the City never adopted 
any precisz alignment; and that the 
present action on the part of the City 
was merely to provide a precise 
aligment for the general plan 
adopted in 1961. While the original 
intent of the City may have been to 


only generalize the alignment, the 
language of the Ordinance itself as 
well as the subsequent action taken 
by the City requiring dedication and 
improvement deposits, turn such 
generalizations into a precise plan. 

While it is true that a public body 
can change its mind and can acquire 
by eminent domain private property 
for a public purpose, such must be 
done in accordance with law. If the 
City now desires to change its mind, 
we believe not only must they show a 
change in circumstances; but must 
make such change in a general plan 
in conformity with Section 65402 et 
seq., of the Government Code. 

But we do not believe any change 
of circumstances have come about to 
warrant any realignment. In fact, it 
is the City’s position that the only 
reason for considering a realign- 
ment is that a precise alignment was 
néver formulated..From what we 
have ‘previously stated, we believe 
that to be untrue. 

Inasmuch as the usual eminent 
domain proceeding would not 
compensate Mr. Laborde for any 
loss of good will, such action by the 
City could not properly compensate 
Mr. Laborde for his investment as 
well as his change in position. 
Therefore, if a precise plan was not 
adopted at the time Mr. Laborde’s 
building location in 1967, there was 
a fraud on the part of the City in 
demanding dedication and accept- 
ing funds for the cost of the 
improvements as shown on the 
adopted Master Plan. 

In conclusion, we request that you 
advise the City Council that Mr. 
Laborde does not intend to sit idly by 
while the City plays with his 
property rights as though he had no 
investment in them.

Dog Licensing A Rip-Off 


To the Editor: 


We strongly oppose Orange 
County’s new dog licensing fees 
which become effective July 1, 1975. 
They are nothing more than a county 
rip-off of dog owners. ' 

Responsibility of Fido’s owners is 
as much a factor as the ability of that 
pet to procreate. This is totally 
ignored by the county when the rate 
was doubled to $10 annually for a 
regular dog. Spaying costs about $35 
to $50 for a female and neutering a 
male amounts to about $30 to $40. It 
would take from six to ten years to 
recoup just the dollar investment 
which a responsible owner handles 
just as well at no investment. 

Procreation may be one factor of 
concern, but we disagree with 
socking it to all owners of regular 
dogs, regardless of their past 
history. These persons are not only 
their pets’ best friends, but also 
friends of the county. Still, we are 
soaked with a doubled fee. 

Dog owners have been conveniert 
suckers, so perhaps it is time to 
demand licensing of all cats. We 
have owned and loved cats and have 
found no reason why they are 
unlicensed pets. 

If county powers want to change 
the rules against the majority of dog 
owners, then solutions should 
include important factors. 

1. Why not put down the cudgel 
and encourage owner responsibility

Services offered by Alpha Center 
are to include a 24-hour Monday 
through Saturday: Crisis Helpline 
service; on-site counseling; family 
programs; drug abuse program with 
heroin addict outreach and drug 
counseling.

Hospital As Receiving 
Unit For Paramedeics 


Placentia-Linda Com- 
munity Hospital (PLCH) 
has been selected as one of 
the receiving hospitals of 
the Yorba Linda Paramedic 
Unit by the Orange County 
Health Department. 

At PLCH the emergency 
center is alert for any 
medical catastrophe, ac- 
cording to Jean McGarrity 
of the public relations staff. 
The department is designed 
and equipped with all crisis 
facilities. 

Together with a skilled 
staff, a licensed emergency 
physician and registered 
nurse are on duty 24 hours 
every day. This team is 
backed up by special care 
departments. 

Whether the patient can 
be cared for on an 
emergency basis or needs 
acute care through ad- 
mittance to the hospital, the 
emergency center provides 
total care at all times. 

In this sense, every 
clinical department of 
PLCH is an area of the 
emergency system. 

When patients arrive by 
ambulance or private 
means, there are five 
emergency stations which 
are draped for privacy. 
Each station is equipped 
with a special guerney 
which can be shifted to any 
needed area position, and 
all gases and suction are 
installed for each. A 
portable X-ray machine is 
available when needed. 

The ‘‘crash’’ room, loca- 
ted in the emergency 
department, is a hospital

Returns From Real Estate Investments 


Cheer up! It’s NOT later than you 
think! 

An official of the California 
Association of Realtors is convinced 
there is still time to realize a 
profitable return on an investment in 
real estate. 

Ira Gribin, of Sherman Oaks, has 
produced statistics to show how a 
person who purchased a single- 
family home five years ago would 
have ‘‘outdistanced inflation.” 

Gribin is first vice president of the 
80,000-member CAR, the largest 
State real estate organization in the 
nation. : 

The CAR spokesman is a firm 
believer that buying a home today 
remains the best investment for your 
dollar -- especially at a time when 
the high cost of living seems to be 
going higher. 

Gribin’s figures are based on a 
Conference Board study, the 
Residential Research Committee of 
Southern California and the Real 
Estate Council of Northern Califor- 
nia. 

“‘Home values in the San 
Francisco Bay area for single-family 
homes have jumped 38.8 percent 


from 1970 to 1975,’’ Gribbin said. 

“During the last five years in 
seven Southern California counties 
the prices of single-family homes 
have risen 46 percent.”’ 

The counties Gribin refers to are 
Los Angeles, Orange, Ventura, 
Santa Barbara, Riverside, San 
Bernardino and San Diego. With the 
exclusion of San Diego County, 
home values in the other six counties 
have accelerated at 40.7 percent 
since 1970. 

‘‘Personal income has risen but 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
has declined sharply due to the cost 
of living squeeze,’’ Gribin stated, 
““except in the real estate market as 
confirmed by these figures.”’ 

“Incomes of Californians tend to 
be eroded by higher taxes on one 
side and a steep rate of inflation on 
the other.” 

Gribin commented that a family of 
four must earn $7,339 today to 
maintain the purchasing power of 
$5,295 of pre-tax income in 1970, 
according to the study, because the 
cost of living in that five year period 
has jumped 38.6 percent. 

“‘Likewise,’’ Gribin said, ‘‘statis- 


tics reveal what income a family 
would have to earn today to equal 
that same purchasing power in 1970, 
and the percentage rise.’’ He cited 
the following: 

$8,728 to $12,064, a 38.2 percent 
increase; $17,049 to $23,640, a 38.6 
percent increase; and $45,720 to 
$61,380, a 34.3 percent increase. 

‘In comparison, the value of 
homes, however, has accelerated 
markedly in the last five years,’’ the 
CAR spokesman said. 

He particularly noted San Diego 
County which had a price increase in 
single-family homes of 66.9 percent; 
Santa Barbara County, 56.9 percent; 
and Orange County, 55.4 percent. 

‘‘Most people today realize that 
their purchasing power has 
dwindled, that their returns from 
savings accounts or most any other 
investment they may have made, 
failed to show any sizeable profits,’’ 
Gribin stated. 

“Yet, investment in a single- 
family home --- while no guarantee 
---has_ certainly provided the 
investor with a healthy return for his 
dollar value.”’
